Apparent bullet hole visible in 
Branson's head following arrest

With what appeared to be a self- 
inflicted bullet hole just above his left 
temple and wearing a hospital gown 
and handcuffs, the man indicted for 
shooting his wife to 
death was charged with 
murder last Thursday 
night. 

Timothy Lee Bran¬ 
son, 48, of 1600 Ballard 
Road was taken from 
his hospital bed at the 
M. Branson University of Kentucky 
Medical Center to the 
Kentucky State Police barracks in 
Frankfort to be charged with murder 
and two counts of wanton endanger- 
ment. 

Branson allegedly shot his wife, 
Modena Branson, 50, during a March 
5 domestic dispute, according to police 
reports. 

She was pronounced dead at the 
scene. He has also allegedly pointed a 
loaded gun at his wife’s daughter and

Man charged with selling oxycodone to teen

A Lawrenceburg man indict¬ 
ed for allegedly selling oxyco¬ 
done to a 16-year-old girl will 
be arraigned next Tuesday in 
Anderson Circuit Court at 9 a.m. 

John Wolverton, 29, of 4107 
Citation Lane was indicted last 


month on charges including 
first-degree unlawful transac¬ 
tion with a minor; first-degree 
trafficking of opiates; traffick¬ 
ing marijuana and possession of 
drug paraphernalia, according to 
documents on file in Anderson 
Circuit Court. 


In his report, Lawrenceburg 
police officer Jeremy Cornish 
wrote that Wolverton admitted 
selling oxycodone to the teen. 

He also reported that a search 
of his residence uncovered four 
bags of marijuana, weight scales 
and “pill snort straws.” 


Schools 
won't serve 
'pink slime' 
hamburger 

One grocer sells ammonia treated filler, 
one doesn't and a third not saying

Consumers may be ask “where’s the 
beef?” more often after reports surfaced 
about the use of the meat filler dubbed 
“pink slime,” and its connections to 
ground beef served and purchased in res¬ 
taurants, grocery stores and even school 
lunches. 

Following last week’s report by ABC 
News, reports stated that the USD A plans 
to purchase 7 million pounds of the meat 
filler known as “pink slime” from vendor 
Beef Products Inc. to mix with ground 
meat shipped through the national school 
lunch program. 

Lean finely textured beef or “pink 
slime” is made from ground connective 
tissue and beef scraps, usually used for 
dog food and cooking oil. 

It’s boiled down and separated from fat 
and tissue in a centrifuge, then sprayed 
with ammonium hydroxide gas to kill 
harmful pathogens like salmonella and 
E. coli. 

Both the Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion and the United States Department 
of Agriculture say the product is safe to 
consume. 

Holly VonLuehrte, general counsel 
with the Kentucky Department of Agri¬ 
culture, said it was her understanding 
that Anderson County, and no other 
county in Kentucky, had received beef

Fiscal court may consider closing Wildcat Road

One of Anderson Coun¬ 
ty’s most scenic wonders 
could soon be declared 
an illegal 
dump. 

The grav¬ 
el portion 
of Wildcat 
Road, which 
connects 
Stringtown 
to Tyrone, 
has been 
inundated over the past 
several weeks with old 
mattresses, furniture, TV 
sets and even a hot tub, 
not to mention a small 
mountain of household 
trash. 

That has 1 st District 
Magistrate David Ruggles 
fuming, and could lead 


the Anderson County Fis¬ 
cal Court to consider clos¬ 
ing it to through traffic. 

Ruggles and his sons 
routinely use their 
personal vehicles and 
muscles to haul junk from 
the steep bank that drops 
off into Wildcat Creek and 
flows into the Kentucky 
River. But so much trash 
and junk has accumulated 
there over the past month, 
Ruggles said as much as 
he hates to see it, the road 
might have to be barri¬ 
caded. 

“It’s just disgusting,” 
Ruggles said. “I hate the 
idea of closing it, but 
after seeing what has 
been dumped out there, 
I’m going to ask that it be 
placed on the agenda to 
discuss it,” Ruggles said. 


Closing the road would 
require at least one public 
hearing, which has yet to 
be scheduled. 

Ruggles, who chairs 
the county’s solid waste 
committee and is widely 
credited with its improved 
recycling program, said he 
was alerted to the latest 
dumping by state wild¬ 
life officials. He said he 


has since contacted solid 
waste officials at the state 
level who told him the 
area might qualify as an 
illegal dump. 

“If it qualifies, we 
could get enough money 
to clean it up and make 
it pristine again,” he said. 
“But I’m sure if it were to 
reopen, it would just hap-

Main Street man 
to be arraigned 
on incest charges

A Lawrenceburg man is scheduled to be 
arraigned next Tuesday in Anderson Circuit 
Court on incest charges dating back to the 
mid 1990s, according to docu¬ 
ments on file in Anderson Cir¬ 
cuit Court. 

Jeffrey Wolverton, 50, of 309 
Main St. is charged with four 
counts of incest from allegations 
in 1994 and 1995, according to 
court documents. 

Wolverton was originally 
arraigned in Anderson District 
Court, but those charges were later sent to 
Anderson Circuit Court. 

He was indicted by the Anderson County 
Grand Jury earlier this year, and is scheduled 
to appear in Circuit Court at 9 a.m. in front of 
Circuit Court Judge Charles Hickman. 

Police say they have audio and video 
recordings of Wolverton admitting to the 
incest allegations that involved a victim 
under the age of 12, according to documents 
on file in Anderson Circuit Court.

pen all over again.” 

Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway said he has 
driven the road and is furious 
over its condition. 

“It’s just awful down there,” 
said Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway. “It’s a T-total 
mess.” 

The gravel portion of Wild¬ 
cat Road is narrow, lined with 
trees and winds its way along¬ 
side a large ravine. 

It has been a popular dump¬ 
ing site for years, and has been 
the repository for everything 
from vehicles to boats. 

It also serves as an alterna¬ 
tive way for those who live 
along the river bottom in 
Tyrone to leave the area dur¬ 
ing floods and other emergen¬ 
cies, a fact not lost on Conway 
and Ruggles. 

Conway said if the road 
were closed, he would envision 
gates being placed at each end 
and emergency officials such 
as EMS, fire and the highway 
crew being given keys. 

Ruggles said if closed, he 
would still want it available 
for pedestrians, dirt bikes and 
AT Vs. 

He said he also knows some 


people in Tyrone would prefer 
it be kept open. 

“I hate to punish everyone 
for a few, but this has gotten 
ridiculous,” said Ruggles, who 
recent spent a portion of his 
day filling his own pickup 
truck with debris he removed 
from the area. 

Several people own portions 
of the land, which was divided 
when the old Shryock farm 
sold. 


Betsy DeKoster is among 
those owners, and said she isn’t 
happy that the land continues 
to be trashed. 

But that doesn’t mean she 
wants it closed to traffic. 

“When I spoke with David 
[Ruggles] about a year ago, 

I initially thought I would,” 
DeKoster said. “But after 
thinking it through, I’m 
opposed to it. 

“I like to drive down there 


instead of hike, and I also like 
it as an alternative route out 
of there. 

“I just don’t understand 
why people dump there, and it 
aggravates the heck out of me, 
but it’s a historical location, it’s 
gorgeous and that’s a large rea¬ 
son I bought property there.” 

Resident Dan Marvin uses 
the area recreationally, and 
said he’s concerned for a vari¬ 
ety of reasons. 

“The reason Wildcat Road 
is a popular dumping point 
is because the land next to 
the road quickly drops away 
toward Wildcat Creek,” Marvin 
said in a letter to the editor 
in this week’s edition of The 
Anderson News. “It’s easy to 
toss trash a short distance and 
have gravity take it (mostly) 
out of sight. 

“Unfortunately, gravity 
also washes the trash into the 
creek and eventually into 
the same river that provides 
drinking water to Anderson 
County.” 

Ruggles said it makes no 
sense for people to illegally 
dump furniture, mattresses, 
carpeting and other items that 
can legally be discarded at the 
county highway facility at no 
charge. 

“Every bit of that stuff, 
except the household trash, 


can be gotten rid of for free,” 
he said. “It drives me crazy 
that people don’t do that.” 

“These people are dump¬ 
ing when not 3 miles away we 
have a compactor for Ander¬ 
son County residents to use,” 
Conway said. “I don’t know 
how much advertising we 
have to do to get that message 
across.” 

Just who is dumping trash 
there remains a mystery, but 
Conway suspects it could be 
coming from people outside of 
Anderson County who have to 
pay where they live. 

“I think it might be from 
neighboring counties,” Con¬ 
way said. “Woodford County 
charges by the pound to get 
rid of stuff, and we have a 
lot of people from Woodford 
County come here. But when 
we check IDs, we send them 
back to Woodford County. 

Ruggles recalled an 
instance last year when a per¬ 
son showed up at the county’s 
compactor with a load of roof¬ 
ing, only to be turned away. 

“He left and dumped it 
right in the middle of [Wildcat 
Road], Ruggles said. “We had to 
go down there and scoop them 
up.”

grandson, who were at the resi¬ 
dence at the time of her death. 

He is scheduled to be 
arraigned Tuesday, March 20 at 
9 a.m. in Anderson Circuit Court, 
and is being held on $1 million 
bond. 

Modena Branson’s daughter, 
Patricia Darnell, told police that 
she took her home March 5, and 
that she and her children waited 
in their vehicle while her moth¬ 
er went inside, according to an 
affidavit used to obtain a search 
warrant. 

Darnell said her mother 
phoned her from inside the resi¬ 
dence and that she overheard 
an argument inside, followed by 
two or three “loud pops.” 

Darnell and her 14-year-old 
son ran to the back door and 
were confronted by Timothy 
Branson who was pointing a gun 
in their direction, according to 
the affidavit. 


Darnell said he told them 
they needed to leave. 

When Darnell asked where 
her mother was, Timothy Bran¬ 
son pointed at the floor in the 
living room. 

She said she could see her 
mother on the floor, and that 
Branson again pointed the gun 
at them and said they better 
leave. 

Darnell left and called 911, 
according to the affidavit. 

The Anderson County 
Sheriff’s Office arrived first and 
established a perimeter around 
the residence. 

When other officers entered 
the house, they found Modena 
Branson on the living room floor. 
They found Timothy Branson 
there, too, with a self-inflicted 
gunshot wound. 

He reportedly underwent 
surgery at UK on Monday and 
was released to the state police 
Thursday evening to be charged. 

When he emerged from Post 
12, Timothy Branson was still 
in hospital garb when he was 
placed in a state police cruiser 


and taken to the Kentucky State 
Reformatory in La Grange. 

His face was riddled with 
bruises, including around his eye 
and cheek on the left side of his 
face. He had a bandage beneath 
his chin and walked gingerly to 
the cruiser. 

Once inside, Branson attempt¬ 
ed to cover his head with his 
hands to prevent waiting TV 
cameras and photographers 
from taking his picture. 

Funeral services for Modena 
Branson are scheduled 11 a.m. 
Friday at Gash Memorial Chapel. 
Visitation is Thursday from 4 to 
9 p.m. 

Modena Branson was a mem¬ 
ber of Westside Community 
Church and a 1978 graduate of 
Anderson County High School. 
She was employed at Easter State 
Hospital in Lexington. 

She is survived by a son, a 
daughter, three sisters, a brother 
and six grandchildren.

products from BPI, and 
that citizens should not 
be concerned about the 
product. 

“Based on the informa¬ 
tion provided to us by the 
USD A, no,” VonLuehrte 
said. 

Two former USDA 
scientists, however, have 
publicly criticized the 
product, stating that pink 
slime is “not nutrition¬ 
ally equivalent” and “a 
cheap substitute” for 
beef. 

The Daily, the news¬ 
paper who first broke 
the story on pink slime 
being used in the school 
lunch program, spoke 
with BPI spokesman Rich 
Jocum about the nutri¬ 
tional value of finely 
textured beef: “Includ¬ 
ing LFTB [lean finely 
textured beef, otherwise 
known as ‘pink slime’] 
in the National School 
Lunch Program’s beef 
products accomplishes 
three important goals on 
behalf of 32 million kids. 
It 1) improves the nutri¬ 
tional profile, 2) increases 
the safety of the products 
and 3) meets the budget 
parameters that allow 


the school lunch pro¬ 
gram to feed kids nation¬ 
wide every day.” 

Martha Rogers, who 
has been Anderson 
County schools’ nutrition 
service coordinator for 
15 years, said Anderson 
County has gotten ship¬ 
ments of meat from BPI 
in the past, but it has 
been several years since 
the school district has 
received USDA meat 
from that particular 
vendor. 

“We take every pre¬ 
caution we can to keep 
our children safe,” Rogers 
said, adding that if the 
school receives a meat 
shipment from BPI, they 
will not serve it. 

“Anything that comes 
down the pipe that may 
be questionable, we put a 
hold on it until it gets the 
all clear.” 

Rogers said she trusts 
the USDA’s statement 
that only BPI meat 
contains pink slime, as 
opposed to other vendors’ 
products. 

“The testing that all 
the vendors have to go 
through is so stringent, I 
don’t believe that every 
vendor is noncompliant 
with this,” Rogers said. “I 
think we can trust [the 
USDA] wholeheartedly. 

If they have any specu- 
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lations on things, they 
always tell us: put a hold 
on it. If there’s a food 
recall, we know about it 
first.” 

The Chicago Meat 
Company provided the 
last shipment of meat 
from the USDA, Rogers 
said, but the school dis¬ 
trict has no control over 
what vendors the USDA 
chooses to work with. 

“The next time we get 
beef in, it very well could 
be from BPI, and we’d 
have to hold that beef,” 
she said. 

Gordon Foods, Inc., 
Anderson County 
schools’ main contracted 
food vendor, also stated 
in an e-mail that some of 
its patties may contain 
pink slime. 

Rogers said Ander¬ 
son County schools use 
the Advance brand of 
Gordon Foods’ meat, and 
according to the com¬ 
pany, does not contain 
ammonium hydroxide 
treated meat. 

“Pink slime” became a 
hot topic after ABC News 
reported that 70 percent 
of grocery stores use the 
meat product as filler in 
their ground beef. 

Grocery store chain 
Kroger Co. released a 
statement to the Business 
Courier, saying some of 


its ground beef products 
contain the finely tex¬ 
tured beef product. 

Tim McGurk, Kroger 
spokesman from the 
company’s Mid-South 
division, e-mailed the fol¬ 
lowing statement to The 
Anderson News regard¬ 
ing Kroger’s use of finely 
textured beef in its Ken¬ 
tucky stores: 

“Kroger carries ground 
beef both with and with¬ 
out lean finely textured 
beef. 

“For customers who 
choose to avoid it, we 
offer a variety of options 
including Kroger’s Pri¬ 
vate Selection Angus 
Ground Chuck, Round 
and Sirloin; Private Selec¬ 
tion All Natural Ground 
Beef and Private Selec¬ 
tion Organic Ground 
Beef solid in 1 lb. pack¬ 
ages, labeled 80% lean 
and above; Laura’s Lean 
Ground Beef; and ground 
beef prepared in store. 

All ground beef you find 
at your local Kroger is 
USDA-regulated, inspect¬ 
ed and approved for food 
safety and quality. That 
includes beef products 
made with lean finely 
textured beef.” 

Walmart did not 
respond to the ABC 
News’ inquiries about its 
use of pink slime, and 
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did not return calls made 
Tuesday morning by The 
Anderson News. 

The meat manager at 
Save-a-Lot’s Lawrence¬ 
burg location said their 
store does not mix any¬ 
thing into its ground 
beef. 

“That would be a 
definite no,” meat man¬ 
ager Carlton Hatton said. 
“There’s nothing mixed 
in the ground beef. It’s 
beef.” 

Hatton said Save-a-Lot 
grinds its ground beef on 
site from leftover trim¬ 
mings from other beef 
cuts. 

Chon Tomlin, a Save- 


a-Lot spokesperson, said 
the company could not 
speak to whether or not 
it’s pre-packaged meats 
contained pink slime, and 
said in light of the media 
attention, the store will 
be reviewing the process 
of its producers and man¬ 
ufacturers regarding lean 
finely textured beef. 

“The pink slime, as 
some people are calling it, 
is more of an FDA prac¬ 
tice,” Tomlin said. “It’s a 
common practice in the 
industry; it’s an industry 
standard.”

No easy answers 
for domestic abuse 

W hile reporting on the murder last Monday afternoon on 
Ballard Road, IVe had several folks who know say there 
was no shortage of domestic problems at 
that residence. 

I have no reason to doubt them. Any man who 
would allegedly shoot and kill the woman he was 
supposed to love and then point a gun at her daugh¬ 
ter and grandson is certainly capable of less lethal 
forms of abuse before finally flipping his lid. 

It’s a tragedy, but one that plays itself out all too 
often in today’s pill- and alcohol-fueled world. 

Whenever there’s a case of a man tooling up on 
his wife or girlfriend (and I use the word man very 
loosely), a common reaction is what on Earth would 
possess her to stay with him or keep going back for 
more. 

I’ve asked myself that numerous times and have 
concluded that no single answer exists to the question. 

I do know that someone who has never been the victim of 

domestic abuse can have no clue what 
it’s like. For a woman, one can only 
guess the level the terror they must 
feel when the man who is supposed to 
be their first line of defense against the 
world’s abuses instead becomes their 
abuser. 

And terror can be paralyzing, which 
is one entry on the endless list of rea¬ 
sons why a woman in that situation 
just doesn’t pack a bag and leave. 

But there are others, including the 
simple fact that they may not have 
anywhere else to go. 

Keep in mind, Anderson County has 
no lodging available for the abuse vic¬ 
tims; for that a woman needs to hope 
and pray a bed at facilities in Frankfort 

- Lexington just happens to be available. 

Keep in mind, too, that although 
those locations are supposed to be safe, nothing short of a Gitmo- 
styled lockdown will keep an abuser off the streets for long, and 
woe to the woman who had him arrested. 

On top of it all there are endless financial and companionship 
issues that enter the decision to leave, nearly all of which aren’t 
easily solved, if ever solved at all. 

This I do know: The old-time notion of home correction — you 
know, a punch or strapping where the bruises won’t show when 
dinner is late or the house isn’t clean or whatever other excuses 
some men create — needs to stop, and stop today. 

And I know this, too, because I checked. No protection order 
existed between Branson and his late wife, and he had no crimi¬ 
nal record that I could find. 

Had such an order existed, instead of staring down the likeli¬ 
hood of several decades in prison if convicted of murder, Branson 
could have earned himself a one-way ticket into a gas chamber, or 
a ride on Old Sparky. 

That wouldn’t bring back Modena Branson, nor would it stop 
the abuse of countless other women right here in Anderson Coun¬ 
ty silently tolerating their beatings. 

But it would at least give their abusers something more to con¬ 
sider, and perhaps provide them a glimpse where they’ll end up if 
they don’t knock it off.

Lately Wildcat Road, as well 
as other parts of Anderson 
County, resembles more of a 
landfill than the bluegrass. 

I don’t know about all of 
you, but I never confused a gar¬ 
bage can with a river. 

For some reason, I never 
thought they looked alike. 

Apparently, this is not the 
case for litterers, who find no 
problem with dumping bags of 
trash and decrepit vehicles and 
other junk into our rivers and 
creeks. 

This isn’t something you can 
attribute to abstract thought 
on pollution, like global warm¬ 
ing or acid rain. 

Our county, specifically 
Wildcat Road, is literally 
becoming trashy.

And it saddens me to think 
that other people won’t be able 
to see Anderson County the 
way that I did. 

But then again, who’d want 
to see it in the shape it’s in 
now?

Now, onto more trash. 

This time, trash we consume. 

It’s been recently reported 
that many ground beef sup¬ 
pliers — from grocery stores 
to fast-food restaurants to the 
national school lunch program 
— use lean finely textured beef, 
otherwise known by its appe¬ 
tizing moniker “pink slime.” 

Food scares are nothing new. 

One day, you’re safe to eat 
cantaloupes. The next day, 
there’s a fatal outbreak of this 
listeria disease you’ve never 
heard of. 

Even a cursory glance at the 
process of making “pink slime,” 
however, is enough to put you 
off your lunch. 

I don’t know about you, but 
I hesitate to consume any meat 
that resembles my gelatin. Or 
that is an active ingredient in 
dog food. 

Or you know, ground con¬ 
nective tissue and scraps boiled 
down and sprayed with ammo¬ 
nium hydroxide and re-frozen 
for shipping. 

You’ll vow never to eat 
ground beef again. Or to boy¬ 
cott any supplier that has the 
audacity to mix it in with their 
meat. 

The problem is: can you 
afford to stick to your food 
principles?

St. Patrick’s Day is this 
weekend. I’m proud of my 
Irish heritage. My great grand¬ 


mother was born in Ireland. 

I enjoyed visiting Ireland in 

2010. 

I didn’t see corned beef on 
the menu in Ireland but it is 
one dish that Americans tra¬ 
ditionally associate with St. 
Patrick’s Day. If you enjoy try¬ 
ing international foods, then 
come to the Festival of Foods 
at 6 p.m. March 20. Sponsored 
by the Anderson County 
Extension Homemakers, the 
tickets are $5 for adults and 
$2.50 for children. Samples of 
food from four countries will 
be available for tasting, not an 
entire meal. 

The recipe below is from 
the Kentucky Beef Council. It’s 
easy to fix. It may have a bit 
more onion than some people 
like so you could reduce the 
onion. 

If the corned beef doesn’t 


come with a seasoning packet, 
substitute 11/2 teaspoons pick¬ 
ling spice. 


Corned Beef with 


Apple-Onion Saute 

8 servings 

Ingredients: 

1 boneless corned beef brisket with 
seasoning packet (2-1/2 to 3-1/2 
pounds) 

1 large onion, coarsely chopped 
5 cloves garlic, coarsely chopped 

1 1/2 cups apple cider or apple juice 
Apple-Onion Saute: 

3 tablespoons butter, divided 

2 medium onions, cut into thin wedg¬ 
es 

1 medium Granny Smith apple, cut 
into 1/4-inch thick slices 
1 medium McIntosh apple, cut into 
1/4-inch thick slicesl 
1 medium Golden Delicious apple, 
cut into 1/4-inch thick slices 
1/2 cup apple cider or apple juice 
1 tablespoon brown sugar 
1/2 teaspoon dried thyme leaves 


Instructions: 

Heat oven to 350F. Place 
corned beef brisket in roasting 
pan; place coarsely chopped 
onion and garlic around 
brisket. Sprinkle contents of 
seasoning packet over brisket. 
Add 1-1/2 cups cider; cover 
tightly with aluminum foil. 
Braise in 350 degree oven 2-1/2 
to 3-1/2 hours or until brisket 
is fork-tender. 

Meanwhile, prepare Apple- 
Onion Saute. Melt 2 table¬ 
spoons butter in large nonstick 
skillet over medium heat. Add 
onion wedges; cook 13 to 15 
minutes or until onions are 
lightly brown, stirring occa¬ 
sionally. Add apples, remain¬ 
ing 1 tablespoon butter, cider, 
brown sugar and thyme; cook 
and stir 6 to 8 minutes or until 
apples are crisp-tender. 

Carve brisket diagonally 


across the grain into thin 
slices. Serve with Apple-Onion 
Saute.

Now’s the time to get out and start getting your fingernails dirty 


A s the sunshine-yellow 
blossoms of daffodils 
open, spring rolls in to 
warm our hearts and we get to 
roll up our sleeves. 

On March 20, 
the sun will offi¬ 


cially shift into our 
vernal equinox, 
bringing the lively 
weather of spring 
with it. All I can 



say is expect every¬

the mud isn’t enough. 

Before I forget, there are 
still seats left for Heirloom 


Seed Workshop on March 24 
from 10 a.m. to noon at the 
public library. Call 839-6420 to 
register for the free workshop 
to reserve a seat. You’ll get five 
packets of seeds and the knowl¬ 
edge of how to grow them. 

The time has finally come 
to start digging in the dirt. In 
addition to greens, onions, rad¬ 
ish, carrots, broccoli, cabbage 
and cauliflower, it’s time for the 
P’s. Potatoes and peas can go in 
the ground, but make sure you 
have the right ground. Potatoes 
like fertile, well-drained and 
slightly acidic soil. They also 
like sunshine and just the right 
amount of water. They do not 
like weeds, so plan to mulch. 

About 8 pounds of potatoes 
can be cut up (keep one to two 


eyes in each piece) and planted 
into a 100-foot row. Give your 
little cut pieces a day or two to 
cure before you plant. 

Place them 6 inches apart 
and cover with 4 inches of soil. 
Once they start to pop through 
the soil, start your mulching. I 
lay down newspapers and then 
cover that with straw and more 


straw as it grows. 

The rows should be 3 feet 
apart, from plant to plant. You 
don’t have to dig in the dirt to 
grow potatoes. I used old feed 
sacks last year, and hung them 
from a fence. They required 
daily watering and the harvest 
was smaller than I wanted. 

You can also build a ring of 
wire fencing and layer straw 
and potatoes inside. Add straw 


as the plants grow up. 

You can also use large bar¬ 
rels. In the field, keep piling 
straw or dirt up, as the plant 
grows taller, to encourage more 
root activity. Make it look like 
you always have short potato 
plants. This will also slow down 
discovery of the plants by fly¬ 
ing pests. When your blossoms 
begin to appear, you can gently 
dig for a few “new” potatoes. 
These little gems don’t even 
need peeling because the skins 
are so thin. 

Once the foliage on the plant 
starts to die back, the potatoes 
are fully grown and ready to 
dig. You can even leave them in 
the soil to store until the first 
frost of fall. You do take a risk 
of spoilage, due to wet weather, 


if you decide to do that. 

Peas are good companion 
plants for potatoes. Radish, 
spinach and lettuce are also 
good companions. 

You have a big variety of 
peas to choose from, with dif¬ 
ferent growing types (dwarf 
bush or vining), harvest dates 
(extra early, early, midseason 
and late), and shell or edible 
pod types. 

Now, the time has finally 
come to get planting and no 
matter what our weather, 

I’m guessing that’s going to 
put smiles on all of our faces. 
Happy growing.

Expecting parents and 
new parents can get a 
helping hand through 
the Anderson County 
Health Department’s 
HANDS (Health Access 
Nurturing Develop¬ 
ment Services) program, 
according to a news 
release. 

The program is free 
for those who qualify, 
which can be deter¬ 
mined through a screen¬ 
ing process at the health 
department. 

Amanda Blair, a 
registered nurse who 
coordinates the program, 
describes it as follows: 

“The first step to 
enroll in HANDS is to 
complete a true-false 
questionnaire. Once the 
answers from the ques¬ 
tionnaire are tallied, a 
visit is then made by a 
parent visitor. The par¬ 
ent visitor will discuss 
any questions or con¬ 
cerns about pregnancy or 
a baby’s first years. 

“Based on the discus¬ 
sion, all families will 
receive information and 
learn about resources 


available in their com¬ 
munity. Some families 
will receive further 
support through home 
visitation by a family 
support worker. 

Services can begin 
during pregnancy or 
any time before a child 
is 3 months old. Once 
enrolled, services can 
continue until the child 
turns 2. 

“If a parent decides to 
participate in HANDS, 
they can expect support 
throughout the pregnan¬ 
cy and the early years of 
their baby’s life. 

“HANDS provides 
information on child 
birth; how to make your 
home safe for your baby; 
infant feeding guides; 
breast feeding support; 
and access to community 
resources. 

“Parents will also be 
able to participate in 
activities that stimulate 
their child’s growth and 
development. Develop¬ 
mental screens are done 
on a routine basis to let 
parents know that their 
baby is growing and

Five reasons Kentucky will win it all 

2. Multiple weapons. Actually this 
should have been seven reasons why 
Kentucky wins it all to match the 
number of weapons the Wildcats 
have. UK has seven, I repeat seven, 
legitimate scoring threats. Not many 
teams have more than three, but all 
five Wildcat starters and two off the 

bench can burn you. 
That is huge as a team 
has to pick its poison. 
Championships are 
won when great play¬ 
ers make great plays 
and UK has more 
great players than 
anybody. 

2. Defense, espe¬ 
cially in the half-court. 
Granted, there were times in the final 
five minutes of Sunday’s game with 
Vanderbilt that Kentucky looked 
like it could not guard a flag pole. 

But that was a special situation with 
a team that had suddenly gone cold 
offensively - it takes a toll on the rest 
of the game - playing against a very 
good team for the third time this year.

3. Darius Miller and Michael Kidd-

“team-first” the Wildcats have bought 
into. I am not sure it was the best 
thing Saturday for Kidd-Gilchrist to 
give up his starting spot for Miller, 
but it does show that the Wildcats put 
the team above self. With a team of 
prep superstars, that is not easy. 

4. John Calipari. Regardless of 
what a certain former coach-arrogant 
bully who lived in a state north of 
Kentucky refuses to admit, Calipari 

is one of the best. Detractors say “He 
can just recruit!” But it looks to me 
like the coaches with better players 
win more often than not. Plus, that 
line of thinking does not acknowledge 
the obvious that Cal can flat coach 
defense and gets his players to buy 
into his system.

Bearcat grad helped Georgetown win national title

This time, the thrill is 
Will’s. 

And it is a big thrill at 
that. 

Anderson County native 
Will Carlton has been select¬ 
ed as one of the 60 greatest 
players in the history of 
the 75-year history of the 
NAIA. He will be honored at 
halftime of the association’s 
national championship 
game in Kansas City, Mo., 
next Tuesday, March 20. 

A 6-foot-8 center who 
graduated from Anderson 
County High School in 1995, 
Carlton played at George¬ 


town College from 1998-2000 
after spending a year at the 
University of Utah. He was 
the Most Valuable Player of 
the 1998 NAIA Tournament 
when he led Georgetown to 
the national championship. 

The Tigers were national 
runners-up in 2000, Carlton’s 
senior year. 

“At Georgetown, we 
measure success by how 
well we do in the national 
tournament,” Carlton said 
last week. “In my three years 
at Georgetown, we were 
fortunate enough to win a 
national title and to go the 
finals another year. And to 
be honored as one of the 


60 best players to ever play 
in that tournament is just 
something that will give me 
a sense of accomplishment 
until the day that final horn 
sounds on my life.” 

According to the NAIA 
website, the team was 
selected based on input from 
several sources. 

“A special committee of 
current and former coaches, 


tournament staff, dedicated 
media and long-time sup¬ 
porters was created to help 
with the selection process. 
After fans voted on a web 
site ballot, this committee 
followed several criteria to 
select the 75th Anniver¬ 
sary All-Star Team. Criteria

Former coach fondly 
recalls beating Anderson

The madness is not limited 
to March. Never has been. 

And it certainly was not 
44 years ago when Anderson 
County’s two junior high 

teams met on the 
basketball court. 

That’s right, 
two. 

Western and 
Anderson Junior 
High. 

And Western 

Stinnett won. Both times. 

Beating what 
was expected to be a junior 
high powerhouse might have 
been the highlight of a stel¬ 
lar season for first-year coach 
Gary Stinnett. 

“I should have quit coach¬ 
ing then,” Stinnett says with a 
laugh. 

Coaching a team that 
included four eighth-graders 
who also played on a good 
Western High team, Stinnett 
says the Eagles defeated the 
Mustangs, a first-year mix¬ 
ture of boys who had previ¬ 
ously been playing for Saffell 
Street, Sand Spring, Glensboro 
and Alton schools in the old 
Anderson County grade school 
league. 

Anderson Junior High 
opened in the old Anderson 
High School building during 
the 1967-68 school year when 
the current Anderson County 
High School was built. The 
Mustangs were expected to 
be one of the top junior high 
teams in central Kentucky. 

“We played at Anderson and 
won by one,” smiles Stinnett, 
who is now semi-retired after 
41 years in education, 32 of 
them serving as a school prin¬ 
cipal. 

But that first year of coach¬ 
ing at his alma mater - he had 
previously coached a year of 
elementary school basketball 
in Shepherdsville - remains 
one of his favorites. 

“In the second game, we 


were down one with about 
a half minute to go. Eddie 
Stevens was our shooter and 
Charles Crain was the screen- 
er. One of the Anderson kids 
ran into Charles,” Stinnett 
recalls. 

Stinnett says Anderson was 
also called for a technical foul 
on the play. Crain went to the 
line and sank all four free 
throws, giving the Eagles a 3- 
point win. 

(A check of The Anderson 
News archives from the 1967- 
68 basketball season found 
little record of the season, but 
there is a note about Western 
beating Anderson 38-35 in the 
season opener. Crain scored 13 
points.) 

Intense? 

“Very,” Stinnett laughed. “It 
was the same at both places. 
Both times the gym was full 
and it felt like a high school 
game.” 

Because of the huge brag¬ 
ging rights, those wins might 
have been the biggest in a 
season that saw the Eagles lose 
only at Bridgeport - Western 
won a rematch - and to Bloom¬ 


field in the finals of the Salt 
River Valley Conference tour¬ 
nament, according to Stinnett. 

Crain and Stevens both suit¬ 
ed up for the Eagle varsity, as 
did Danny Crouch and Ricky 
Brown, Stinnett said. 

As high school juniors, 
many of the same group were 
part of a Western team that 
was 29 th District runner-up in 
1971. However, in the 29 th Dis¬ 
trict final, the Eagles ran into 
Anderson, led by senior Jimmy 
Dan Conner. 

By that time, Crain had 
transferred to Anderson, 
where he was a part-time 
starter on the eventual state 
runner-up team. 

Stinnett was still around 
Western at the time, still lead¬ 
ing the junior high program 
and helping Larry Gritton as a 
varsity assistant. 

“We were all Bob’s boys,” 
Stinnett says in reference to 
the beloved Western principal, 
Bob Turner. “We loved him. 
There is no telling how many 
college scholarships he got for 
the kids that went to Western. 
Percentage-wise, Western had 


one of the highest number 
of kids on scholarship in the 
state.” 

Near the end of a career 
that saw Stinnett also work in 
Danville along with Frank¬ 
lin, Mercer, Henry and Owen 
counties, he had the opportu¬ 
nity to serve as principal at 
Turner Elementary School for 
a year. 

“When I was principal 
there, Mrs. (Helen) Turner told 
me, ‘Bob would be so proud 
that one of his boys was made 
principal of the school.’” 

And Stinnett is proud of 
his Western heritage, one that 
shone on the first Eagle team 
he coached. 

“They all knew each other 
from grade one,” he said. “It 
was like a family.” 

Many of those Eagles have 
gone on to successful careers. 
Crain and Lynn Gritton have 
coached at the high school 
level while Stinnett notes, “On 
that team you had a magis¬ 
trate (Kenny Barnett), a school 
board member (Lee Hahn) and 
the county judge-executive 
(John Wayne Conway).” 


Stinnett has stayed close to 
the game, watching all of the 
Kentucky Wildcat games. He 
also expects to attend a round 
or two of the Kentucky high 
school Sweet 16 this week. 

He also attends some 
Anderson County High School 
and Christian Academy of 
Lawrenceburg games during 
the season. 

And this year, he got back 
on the sidelines for the first 
time since leaving Western 
for the principalship of Sand 
Spring Elementary School 
in the early 1970’s. Stinnett 
coached the boys’ basketball 
team for Corinth Christian 
Church in the Anderson Coun¬ 
ty Church League at First 
Baptist. At the end of the year, 
Stinnett was selected as coach 
of one of the all-star teams. 

“That was a lot of fun,” he 
says. 

Just like it was over 40 years 
ago when Western won the 
junior high bragging rights in 
Anderson County.

Five reasons Kentucky 
won't win the title 

2. One-and-done. And no, I am 
not criticizing Calipari’s recruit¬ 
ing. The NCAA tournament 
is the ultimate one-and-done. 
One slip-up and you go home. 
Kentucky is undoubtedly the 
best team in America. Put the 
Wildcats in a best-of-7 against 
any other team and UK wins 
every time. But it doesn’t work 
that way. Even the best teams 
have nights when things are 
not clicking. Have it the wrong 
night and the team will just be 
remembered as a very good one 
that did not bring the big one 
home. 

A one-and-done tourney has 
so much luck attached. A bad 
shooting night, a sprained ankle 
or foul trouble can end a season. 

2. Youth. We’ve heard the 
knock against Kentucky more 
often than Dick Vitale hyper¬ 
ventilates over the ACC. You 
know the mantra: You can’t 
win a national championship 
with four freshman in your top 
seven players. A large part of 
me agrees. There were times in 
Sunday’s game where Kentucky 
looked like deer-in-headlights 
freshmen. 

But the game has changed 
dramatically over the last 10 
years. Great players no longer 
stay four years. If someone stays 
at a major college four years, 
most likely, he’s got a deficiency 
in his game. With that in mind, 

I would rather have great young 
talent over marginal, experi¬ 
enced players. 

That being said, Kentucky 
just looked out of synch the 
entire SEC Tournament. Was 
that youth or not? We will soon 
see. 

3. Shooting. This might worry 
John Calipari more than having 
Marquis Teague running the 
show. True, Doron Lamb’s sweet 
jumpers follow in the tradition 
of Dampier, Grevey, Master and 
Delk, but beyond Lamb, UK’s 
shooting is erratic. If the Cats are 
on, they win. No questions asked. 

If they are off, just be sure 
you have several days growth on 
your fingernails. 

And please, please tell Antho¬ 
ny Davis even though he hit a 
big one against Florida, no mas! 

4. A short bench. While it is 
true that Kentucky basically 
has a seven-man rotation, it 
is also true that the way the 
NCAA tourney is set up, fatigue 
should not be a problem. It is not 
a matter of three games in three 
days, but six games over three 
weekends. Other than being able 
to overcome foul trouble, a deep 


bench is the most over-rated 
aspect of NCAA tourney play. 

5. Teams that win the NCAA 
win the conference tourney. Gen¬ 
erally, that is true and has held 
true for the last decade. But if 
that holds this year, just go on 
and send the national champi¬ 
onship trophy to Columbia, Mo., 
or East Lansing, Mich. Nearly 
all of the big names went down 
over the weekend. 

As everyone and his brother 
tweeted out within 30 seconds 
of Kentucky’s loss Sunday, the 
1996 Wildcats were hammered 
in the SEC Tourney final - in 
New Orleans at that - and won it 
all. Kentucky won’t necessarily 
be the one to do it, but this is the 
year the same scenario happens.

From this game, the trap 
game is in the second round, if 
UK and UConn both win. 

While the Huskies certainly 
don’t have a Kemba Walker any¬ 
more, the Huskies have enough 
talent to be a pre-season Top 5 
team. 

UK should have little trouble 
in its first game, then if it gets 
out of Louisville, could run into 
a banged up Indiana or a very 
good Wichita State before play¬ 
ing Duke. It is a tough road with 
some big names, but not run¬ 
ning into two-seeds Kansas, Mis¬ 
souri or Ohio State is favorable 
for UK.
